The author of this bulletin 
states "that honey, like maple 
syrup, is prized for its charact- 
eristic flavor as much as for its 
sweetening properties." 
Cake's 


made with honey should be al- 
lowed to 'ripen' a day or two to 
develop the honey flavor. Honey 
cakes, cookies, hermits and the 
like are better at the end of two 
or three weeks. The cake or 
cookie is improved hi flavor and 
healthfulness with no increase in 
cost, for where two or three cups 
of corn syrup is required only 
one of honey is necessary. Miss 
Jordan further states "that in 
substituting honey for molasses 
in recipes calling for molasses, 
use less soda—from one-fourth to 
one-half level teaspoohful of 


sugar in making jellies, or half 
honey and half sugar or i part 
honey and 2 parts sugar used. 
The color of the jelly may be 
changed slightly when honey is

used. 


In summarizing, honey is a 


wholesome, natural sweet; is 
readily absorbed into the blood 
stream—no digestion necessary; 
does not form gas or cause indi- 
gestion. It will, keep for long 
periods of time, does riot mold or 
spoil, but does absorb moisture 
and will granulate, therefore keej 
in closed container in a warm 
dry place about 70 degrees. F. or 
above, never in the refrigerator 
ffowever, granulation does not 
njure it. Place container in 
warm water, no hotter than 145 
degrees F. until liquified, 
and 


cool as soon as possible.

Scott was sentenced to 15 years 


in the Pendleton reformatory 
last July 21 for the robbery of a 
bank at Daleville.
